ABSTRACT 

Designed to acquaint persons conducting library 
research in Chicano Studies with the numerous reference materials 
found in the University Library at the University of California-Santa 
Barbara, the manual provides information on the Coleccion Tloque 
Nahuaque, relevant subject headings, and a useful search strategy. 
The Coleccion Tloque Nahuaque, which Serves as a focal point for 
information services relating to the Chicano/Mexicano experience in 
the United States, is briefly discussed in terms of its resources, 
staff, reserve reading service, circulation policy, publications, 
computer search services, exhibits, tours, and hours of service. An 
overview of the following departmental resources is provided: 
resources in education, government documents. Department of Special 
Collections, Map and Imagery Laboratory, Arts Library, and Curriculum 
Laboratory. Sixty-nine subject headings and 26 Library of Congress 
call-nuunbers relevant to Chicano Studies are listed. The five steps 
considered necessary in forming a useful search strategy are briefly 
reviewed: finding an overview for the general subject, reviewing 
available bibliographies for the field, finding books for the topic, 
finding materials through indexes and abstracts, and locating useful 
directories. The manual concludes with a list of 99 selected 
reference materials identified as standard items for reference work 
on the Chicano and a key word and subject index. (NQA)

Locating information on Chicano topics will involve 
consulting some of the numerous and diverse sources of 
information in the University Library. 

While the Coleccion Tloque Nahuaque {Chicano Studies 
Library Collection) is a natural focal point for such 
research, given its extensive coverage In this field, it 
sho' not be overlooi^ed that much useful Information can 
als. r><* found throughout the main library. 

This manual will acquaint you with a number of pertinent 
reference materials, and will help you to form a useful 
search strategy. It will also introduce you to the most 
relevant subject headings to aid you In looking up the 
Information you will need. 

Various individuals from different libraries reviewed the 
text and contributed valuable suggestions, references, and 
other useful information. Among these were Richard Chabran, 
UCLA; Carol Beth Gibbens, UCSB; David Guttman, UCS8; Dennis 
Hamilton, UCSB, and Roberto G, Trujillo.

The University Library Chlcano Studies Collection is 
located on the second floor of the South Wing. Established 
as part of the University Library in t97t, the Colecclon 
Tloque Nahuaque serves as a focal point for Information 
services ralating to the Chlcano/Mex Icano experience In the 
United States. 

As a coMectlon developiMnt and reference service unit, 
the Colecclon specializes In the mul t Idisctpl inary area 
studies that make up the field of Chlcano studies. ^ Here you 
win find Information on the historical and cof>\emporary 
Chlcano experience. Including subject areas Isuch as 
bilingual education. U.S. - Mexico border studies, and to a 
more limited extent. Information on Mexico. In this latter 
case, materials from Mexico are occasionally acquired, with 
emphasis on literature and history, as It relates to the 
heritage of Chlcanos. An extensive collection on Mexico is 
housed In the open stacks of the main library. The 
Colecclon is also a popular study area. Available study 
space, which is shared with the adjoining Black Studies 
Unit, seats 65 students, 



RESOURCES 

The Coleccion is one of the largest Chlcano collections 
in the U.S. housing over 7.0O0 volumes and annually adding 
about 50O new titles in Chlcano Studies. 

The Coleccion also has several hundred current and 
retrospective serials. including journals and newspapers in 
hardcopy as well as in microform. These provide a great 
sour^'d of information on issues. events, and concerns 
relating to Chicanes The Colecclon. therefore. has all 
major Chlcano Studies publications and serials. The unit 
also m«iintains and adds to its files of pamphlets, 
periodical articlfis. newspaper clippings, book reviews, and 
posters Art icle/newscl ipping files include numerous 

published works on Chlcano literary criticism, latino mental 
health, educi^tioti. and sociology

Amono tho questions asked at th« Coleccfon is: *'Wh«ro 
can I ftnd current articles on binngual- b^Ciiltuf al 
education?" whHe there Is no separate 'department' for 
education-related materials In the library, numerous 
resources are located within the Reference Department on the 
second floor You win find ERIC (Educational Resources 
Information Center) to be one of the most useful sources of 
Information ah'^'t materials relevant to education. The ERIC 
system provides access to selected education reports* 
bibliographies, journal articles, books and monographs. 

The two major indexes to ERIC matartala are RESOURCES IN 
EDUCATION (RIE) and the CURRENT INDEX TO JOURNALS IN 
EDUCATION (CUE). Both are Shelved on the index tables In 
the South Wing of the second floor. Most of the reports 
listed may be found In the Educational Resources Information 
Center (ERIC) microfiche collection housed in the microform 
room of the Library { Inc^utre at Reference desk) To 
determine the best subject heading to use in researching 
your topic. use the THESAURUS OF ERIC DESCRIPTORS shelved 
next to the index. Major subject terms relating to Chicanes 
used here win be Mexican Americans, Mexican American 
Literature. Mexican American History. Mexican American 
Education, and Hispanic American CuHure--Mex1can Americans. 

The EDUCATION INDEX Is another helpful source. In this 
Index you will use the terms Mexican American, Mexicans in

The key to flntJing Hbrary materia) on any topic Is the 
proper use of subject headings If you need information 

about people, places. Ideas, or things. the subject catalog 
or a subject Index will lead you to the sources. 

Subject headings used for Chicane materials. however, 
*win vary. For example, books about pachucos are listed 
under the subject heading Juvenile delinquents; braceros are 
Hsted under Agricultural laborers, Wexican; Chlcanos are 
listed under Mexican Americans, Mexicans in the United 
States, or even Spanish Amer leans f Most of the material 
relating to Chlcanos win be found under the subject heading 
Mexican Americans. 

How to f in d help . When you' have difficulty finding a 
heading you can turn to several sources: 

1. Subject headings used In the UCSB library and the 
Colecclor^ Tloqus Nahuaque are taken from the large. red. 
two-volume LIBRARY OF CONGRESS SUBJECT HEADINGS AND ITS 
SUPPLtMENTS, kept on the Catalog Assistance Desk These 
volumes list the headings. their cross-references. and 
explain how they are used. 

2 The UCSB Library has published a brochure on the uses 
of the subject catalog. The brochure gives clear and 
cof>cl58 Information which Is useful for all subjects.

FORMING A SEARCH STRATEGY 



For the person researching a Chlcano Studios topic at 
UCSB the methods which wl] 1 t>e us«d win actually vary with 
the subject In question, the purpose for the research, and 
Its desired scope. 

In many cases the best sources may be books and articles 
from periodicals. The latter may include scholarly Journals 
as well as those of a more popular nature. Many such 
materials are located In the Colecclon Tloque Nahuaque. 
Other materials may include non-Chlcano newspapers. such as 
the LOS ANGELES TIMES. 

Alternately, one's search might lead Into other 
directions, such as dissertations, theses, government 
documents, pamphlets, audio-visual materials* or other 
special library resources. 

A search strategy begins with developing and refining a 
study topic. For the unlttated, much time and effort can be 
saved by determining at an early stage whether the topic Is 
manageable. If the topic Is so narrow that there Is little 
material on it. then it Is not manageable. At the other 
extreme, a topic might be too broad and a] 1 -encompassing, 
which may again make the topic unmanageable. It would be 
helpful to consult with the Chlcano Studies Librarian for 
assistance In selecting a topic. 

Once a topic has been defined, a comprehensive search 
method might be as follows:

Usually an 
encyclopedia for that subject Is consul ted to obtain 
background Information. took for a list of books or 
articles which may be listed in the bibliography at the end 
of the article Also make note of any dictionaries which 

can define the terms related to your topic. 

For example, If you were to choose the topic **Chlcano 
Interest groups and public policy,*' a good starting point 
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would be to look up th« term Inter est gr oups" in the Imlex 
voturoe to the INTERNATIONAL ENCYCLOPEDIA OF THE SOCIAL 
SCIENCES (FIGURE 1).

You wIM also discover other related subject references, 
such as "Political part ic ipat ton** and "Pressure groups*. 
White these articles do not relate specif tcaUy to Chlcanos, 
the theoretical and conceptual base of the more general 
subject wMI be Important to familiarize you with the wider 
topic from which you can extrapolate key concepts. Another 
helpful source would be the HARVARD ENCYCLOPEDIA OF AMERICAN 
ETf^NlC GROUPS (figure 2). 

In the field of education, a useful source would be the 
ENCYCLOPEDIA OF EDUCATIONAL RESEARCH This can be found 

alonp with the other subject encyclopedias In the second 
floor reference collection of the library.
